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THE PETROLEUM INDUSTRY. 

[From the Los Art poles Times Mid¬ 
winter Number: 1 One year ago the 
annual oirtimt of petroleum in this 
State reached a total of 4.00(1,Oort bar¬ 
rels, while conservative estimates place 
the yield of 1901 at almost double that 
figure. This increase is all the more 
remarkable in view of the fact that the 
1 year's yield was checked by a marked 
slump in the price of fuel oil and inad¬ 
equate shipping facilities. Although 
the history of the past four years is 
one to be proud of. it is the possi¬ 
bilities of the great industry that are 
| attracting the attention of capital. 

The oil induslry was born at a 
time when the State was face to face 
with the problem of cheap fuel, and 
never since the petroleum business 
reached the point of commercial im¬ 
portance have conditions of the Indus- 

timc. True, the discovery of oil In 
new territories no long 0 !' excites the in¬ 
terest that it did a year ago. nor does 
the general public watch with close 
::tIculion the development or the var¬ 
ious oil-producing seel ions. Hilt for 
all that, the actual conditions that 
govern a great enterprise are steadily 
shaping themselves into business-like 
form, and the- industry Ls on a better 
and more permanent financial basis 
today than ever before. 

The wild speculative rush of two 
years ago is .dead, and gambling in 
worthless oil securities lias beta 
stamped out so effectively tiie past 
year that in the future promoters of 
"wildcats" will need to seek other 
fields for operation. 

Experts who have made a study of 
the geological construction of the pro¬ 
ducing fields figure that the oil sand 
in the districts producing the most 
oil is from 200 to 400 feet deep, the 
estimated saturation or the saml being 
25 per cent. As there arc 43.5«n square 
feet to the* acre, this multiplied by 
100. a conservative estimate* of the 
thickness of the sand, will give 4,350.- 
ono cubic feet of oil sand to each 
am*. Allowing 20 per rent, as oil. the 
total will lie* 871.200 cubic feet of oil.

double that quantity. 


Today the twelve oil refineries in 
the State arc using over 1,500,000 bar- 
1 rels of petroleum a year, anu the to¬ 
tal amount or the distillates is over 
I 170,000 barrels. Yet, the refining busf- 
| ness is scarcely begun. Recently the 
' Standard Oil Company purchased sev- 
[ rnty acres of land at Point Richmond, 
the Terminal of the Santa F6 Railroad, 

- for the express purpose or erecting one 
of the largest refineries in the United 
States. The plant, already begun, will 
have an enormous capacity, and will 
be constructed at a cost of many mil¬ 
lions of dollars. The Union Oil Com¬ 
pany has begun the erection of a 
large refinery in the Kern River field, 
and by February 1 a plant now being 
built at Bakersfield will be drawing 
its supply from the river field. At 
Rodeo a large plant will he ready for 
business by February 1. This plant 
will be supplied with oil from the 
Sunset field. In the Los Angeles field 
there arc* several refinery schemes in 
the incubator stage, and it is not im¬ 
probable that one or more may take 
definite shape before the present year 
is many months older. 

Those who interpret the writing on 
the wall, predict that within the next 
few years the annual gold yield of

ITS IMMENSE POSSIBILITIES FOR 
IRRIGATION PURPOSES 
! The April number of Forestry 

and Irrigation, published at Washing¬ 
ton. D. C.. contains an interesting and 
valuable article by Mr. J. B. I.ippin- 
oott. of (he r. S Geological Survey, 
on ihe "Irrigation possibilities of the 
j Lower Colorado Itiver." The article 
I is illustrated with views of different 
‘ points along the river. In his article 
Mr. Lipplucott says: 


"At tlie Needles the mountains rise 
to several thousand feet on e.liter side 
at distances of ten miles from the 
river, offering no opportunities Tor ex¬ 
tensive diversions. The river at the 
Needles bridge, at .Mellin, Arizona, 
was examined for a gaging station. At 
Its present low-water stage the chan¬ 
nels are irregular and diagonal. The 
bridge is eighty feet above the water 
and would make a poor station. Two. 
miles below tb*- bridge the river en¬ 
ters the Blue Canyon, at which point 
it is contracted to a width of -iOu feel. 
If a dam Mu feet high could he placed 
here it would Hotel the large flat above 
Hie Needles. The Santa Ft* railroad 
crosses the river at Mellin with an im¬ 
posing; cantilever bridge eighty feet 
above the surface of tlie stream.

TRYING TO CONTROL POTASH. 

A dispatch from Berlin Germany, 
states that Mr. John I). Rockefeller 
is believed to be liehind the Virginia-

AN INTERESTING TALK ABOUT 
THAT LUGUBRIOUS REGION. 

Professor G. E. Bailey, Field As¬ 
sistant of the State Mining Bureau, 
pave an interesting talk last Tues¬ 
day evening before the geological 
section of the Southern California 
Academy of Sciences on Death Val¬ 
ley. which forms a considerable part 
of tho desert region of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia. 

| He prefaced his remarks with the 
j following definition of a desert: "A 
i weed is a plant with whose good 
qualities we are not acquainted. A 
' dese t Is r,n area of land whose- use 
| has. not been discovered." 

Professor ltalley has traveled ex¬ 
tensively over the desen and from 
.personal experience t- fmn-l.ar with 
j the dang-rs of this area where mm.; 

, a prospect j has lost his life. J!. 
did not consider the subject from its 
purely technical or geological his 
' tory, hut ruther aB a matter o! cutn- 
| mou Interest. 

"Death Valley has always b-cn a 
bugaboo," he said. "Many wild ami 
weird talcs are told about it and it 
must be admitted . that tin- travel-r 
I frequently comes across some grue- 
| some finds in the way of skeletons, 
i But let us look at Us tremendous 
j resources. It is hard to describe 
! Death Valley—1 never saw- it look 
i twice alike/ 

i "The desert is immensely rich. 
There are soda. iron, potash, nitrate 
materials, and many articles of value 
to manufacturers and chemists in the 
rocks and hills. At one time it was 
a great ocean and there are three 
periods in which it was dried up and 
refilled. The rivers carried into the 
area saline matter which accumulated 
in pools and there are great quanti- 
. ties along the terraces of Death Val¬ 
ley. The hills are composed of dif- 
! ferent strata and there are beds of 
nitrates. 

"The fact.” he said, "that Califor¬ 
nia stands sixth in the list of salt- 
producing: States in this country is 
due to the great salt fields of the 
desert; the fact that California is 
I t.»day supplying 00 per cent, of the 
i world's supply of borax is also pos- 
[ slide owing to Us vast saline wealth.” 
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| These and similar sidelights on 
I that interesting region were given- 
by him. He declared that Mojave 
Desert has no rival In the world in 
j the production of nitre and other 
salts. Today Chile leads in the pro- • 
ductlon of nitre, bnt the field In San 
Bernardino is wider, longer and gives 
indications of being much deeper 
than that of Chile. This product 
is not only valuable in the manufac¬ 
ture of gunpowder, but is Important 
as a fertilizer. Figuring tue percent¬ 
age of nitre In each orange grown 
I in California, Prof. Bailey estimated 
I that there were shipped from this 
I State last year 50.000 tons of nitre 
in the form of oranges, 
i! “Although a matter of record.” said 
! he, “it is not generally known that 
! in this corner of California are the 
I j lowest and the highest points in the 
, j United States. In Death Valley there 
j is one place where it is 427 feet below 
sea level. Less than sixty miles west 
of this point rises Mount Whitney, 

3 4,898 feet high.”

The Searchlight Mining District, sit¬ 
uated In the extreme southern por¬ 
tion of Nevada, offers a field for the 
mining Investor and operator equal to 
any district In the country; as proven 
by development work to date. The 
district Is an extensive one. covering 
an area of forty by twenty miles. 
So vast an extent of mineral-bearing 
country has necessarily kept back 
development work, and although a

If, 
the. other hand, the property 
prove to be a good one and the o»n^, 
find that their money has been Mf»i- 
invested it should assuredly be tl»*» 
prerogative to say, as some slight roa» 
pensation for the financial risk li#r 
have run. how the property shall 
i tinue to be managed.

Discovery of Base Ore Running Rich 
In Gold.

RANDSBURG. Cal., Nov. 23. 

It will surprise some people, even 
some in this camp, to learn that there 
is base ore here. Specimens of sil¬ 
ver-lead ore and copper ore were 
shown from the Sunshine mine, owned 
by Atkinson and his sons, thpt were 
rich in gold in addition to the other 
values in the ore. 

The Baltic mine owned by Judge 
Winn and sons has been developed 
into a fine property. They have Just 
completed one of the best 10-stamp 
mills in this camp, it possessing many 
labor-saving devices, one of which is 
the running of the tailings into a tank 
on wheels which when full is run out 
and dumped in the tailing pond. This 
car has an over-flow spout that lets 
the water run into the settling tank 
and shuts off when the tank is full, 

The Yellow Aster has installed a 
bucket-pump which is giving them 
better service than their old pump. 
It is reported that they have struck 
a little water in the lower levels, and 
some base ore that runs very rich in 
gold. 

The War Eagle, on the west of the 
Yellow Aster, is drifting east on the 
upper shaft in a 12-foot ledge of cyan¬ 
ide ore. 'They are in a good mineral 
belt and should strike a rich body of 
ore in that vicinity. A large percent¬ 
age of this mountain is low grade, in¬ 
terspersed with rich pockets of ore. 

The Single Standard has some good 
looking ore on the dump, which they 
are now getting out. This joins the 
Yellow Aster on the south, with a 
parallel ledge of good width. 

The Butte is piling up good rock 
ready for their regular monthly mill¬ 
ing, which usually runs about JD000 
each mill run. 

Taking the camp all through it was 
never in better shape than it is now.
